5,1 10,778 discloses a perfluoralkanesulfonic acid containing Group lll-B metal for 
performing alkylation, isomerization, catalytic cracking, polymerization, halogenation, 
acylation, formylation, sulfonylation or nitration. However, the prior art of record does 
not teach a catalytic porous microcomposite of perfluorinated ion-exchange catalyst with 
the pendant sulfonic and/or carboxylic acid dispersed throughout a network of metal 
oxide, wherein the size of the pores in the microcomposite is about 0.5 nm to 75 nm, 
using an acyl halide to acylate aromatic compounds.
